5. The claims 43-62 distinguish over the prior art which does not teach nor suggest a 
method and apparatus for electrostatically applying charged powder to a solid dosage form 
placed on a support assembly comprising a conducting member and having an electrically 
conducting shield around, and located between the front and rear face of, the solid dosage form, 
the shield having a potential more similar to the charged powder being applied towards the shield 
and dosage form than the member in order to apply the powder to the solid dosage form forward/ 
not substantially rearward of the shield. 

The closest prior art is: US6724609 and US6475351 teach electrostatic chucks utilizing 
attraction and focusing shield electrodes to direct and attract particles for pharmaceuticals, 
assays, or chemical analysis. US6592671 utilizes an electrostatic chuck comprises a shield 
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electrode and grain attracting electrode, the shield electrode defining collection zones on a 
dielectric layer onto which particles are applied. 

It is the Examiner's opinion that the Stated Prior Art does not teach, nor fairly suggest to 
combine, the cited references to produce the invention in this Application.
